WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING. 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milford, in the County 
of HMillsboro’,in said State, qualified to vote im Town 
Affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, 
in said Milford, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects : | 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same. 

3. ‘To hear the reports of all town officers, agents 
and committees, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

4. To see if the town will vote to purchase 500 
feet of hose and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 

5. Tosee if the town will vote to employ a night 
watchman and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the building and repairing 
of highways, bridges and sidewalks. 

‘T Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the fire department. 

8. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of schools. 

9. . To see if the town will vote to rescind any or 
all of the votes heretofore passed in relation to the care, 
control and management of the Miiford Water Works, 
adopt any new plan for the care, control and manage- 
ment of the same, or pass any vote or votes in relation 
thereto. 
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10. Tosee if the town will vote the military com- 
pany the free use of the Town Hall for drill purposes 
one evening each week during the ensuing year. 

11. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for lighting streets and Town 
House. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town House repairs. 

13. To see if the town will vote to reinsure the 
Town House and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 

14. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the free library. 

15. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for sewers. 

16. To see if the town will vote to build a new 
school house at East Milford and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

17. To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
watchman’s electric register and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 

18. To see if the town will vote to sell Souhegan 
engine, No. 2, or take any action relating thereto. 

19. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN, 1897-8. 


To the Citizens of Milford 

Again it is our pleasure, as it is our official duty, to 
lay before you an account of our stewardship, to the 
end that all may have an intelligent understanding of 
the manner in which their municipal affairs are con- 
ducted. 

At the last annual meeting the fact that our tax rate 
had in five years increased from one dollar and twenty- 
five cents to two dollars on each hundred of valuation 
was impressed upon the minds of the voteis, and a_be- 
ginning was made looking toward a lower rate. During 
the year we have ever had this idea in view, and have 
given careful consideration to the expenditure of money. 
We have thus been enabled to report a reduction of 
our floating debt of over five thousand dollars. Only a 
continuation of the same policy can prevent an increase 
of the tax rate, and the voters should carefully consider 
every appropriation asked for. 

Several new laws passed at the last session of the 
legislature have affected our expenditures. By one of 
them we were obliged to appoint a board of health to 
look after the sanitary condition of the town,a duty 
that was performed last year by the selectmen at no ex- 
tra cost to the town. The board appointed have, we 
believe, been faithful in the discharge of their duty and 
at small cost to the town. Another compelled us to 
build new fences around the West and Union street 
cemeteries. Our failure to do so would have caused 
their erection by the county commissioners. These 
grounds are now well enclosed and will need no ex- 
traordinary expenditure for many years. Another law, 
changing the pauper settlements, relieved the town of 
the support of several of the poor who had formerly 
been town charges. This relieved us somewhat this . 
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year, but we shall now have an increased county tax, 
and time alone will tell if the change is a benefit to this 
town. 

The reduction of the appropriation for electric light- 
ing caused the rearrangement of our street lights and 
their decrease in number. This was in the opinion of 
the board the wisest thing to do rather than to run 
them all until the money was gone and then be in total 
darkness. We recommend an appropriation large 
enough to provide the same number of lights we had a 
year ago. 

Acting under the discretion given us at the last an- 
nual meeting, we continued the Liquor Agency until 
July first, when it was closed, as we believe for the 
good of all concerned. 

During the year the Town House roof, which was in 
a bad condition, has been thoroughly repaired, and is 
now well adapted for the purpose for which it was in- 
tended. The roof of the library building will require 
attention the coming year. This, with the building of 
a new fence in front of the town house, will require a 
small appropriation. 

The tenants in the stores owned by the town have 
not seen fit to put in new windows, as they were given 
permission to last year, but we have given them leases 
of them for a term of five years, at an increased rental 
of twenty-five per cent. 

The town has for many years voted to employ a 
night watchman, and with an increase of population, 
the need of such an officer has been made apparent ; 
but heretofore no one but the officer himself has known 
whether he was doing his duty after the people left the 
streets. We believe that this department of police 
duty should be conducted upon strict business princi- 
ples, and the town should know that they are getting 
that for which they pay their money. We recommend 
the installation of an electric register, similar to those 
used in all city police departments. 

During the year a petition was presented the board 
asking for the widening and straightening of Amherst 
street, near the north end of the stone bridge. The 
consideration of this petition naturally divided itself 
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into three divisions, viz.: where are the bounds of the 
present street? The question of public necessity, and. 
does the necessity warrant the outlay of much money 
in our present financial condition ? 

We have given the petitioners several hearings upon 
the matter, have carefully examined. the records relat- 
ing to the laying out of. Amherst street, and have had 
a partial survey made, and are unanimously of the opin- 
ion that the present bounds should be located before 
the next step is taken, and as it is impossible to make 
another survey with snow on the ground, we. recom- 
mend that the petition be withdrawn, and if they 
thought best another could be. presented to i next 
board of selectmen.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE GCG 


Since the last annual report the court has considered and 
disposed of 65 criminal cases and 13 civil suits. The number of 
criminal cases is somewhat smaller than in previous years. We 
think the town is to be congratulated upon this fact, as well as 
upon the fact that there has been no serious crime committed in 
our community. 

The importance of the court in relation to civil business 
should not be underestimated. While the number of suits actu- 
ally entered is quite small, yet there are probably four or five 
times as many instances in which suits are commenced, but are 
settled before reaching the court. Were it not for the existence 
of this court, these petty matters in most instances would have 
to be referred to the supreme court, thereby involving great delay 
and added expense to the parties. 

‘The court being a court of record, it is necessary to carefully 
preserve and file all the papers and records in the various matters 
considered. ‘Che present arrangement is not all that could be 
desired, and we hope that some new arrangement can be made for 
the better accommodation of the ever increasing files. 

The financial statement, which follows, shows that the court is 
still a source of profit to the town.

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At this meeting it was voted that the Trustees hold 
regular meetings during the year on the first Tuesday 
of each alternate month, and that the Library Commit- 
tee meet every month. This arrangement has been ob- 
served throughout the year. 

At the commencement of the new year the Trustees 
were confronted with new conditions. At the annual 
meeting of the town the appropriation for the current 
expenses of the library was reduced from $1000 to 
$900. The Trustees thought ia necessary to economize 
to that amount. It was therefore believed wise and 
necessary to reduce the number of periodicals in the 
reading room and also to discontinue one copy of the 
magazines in the circulating department that the ex- 
penses of the institution might not exceed the amount 
provided. We are glad to report, however, that by the 
practice of excellent economy that these magazines 
have nearly all been put back, and at present the 
amount of reading matter received is about the same as 
in previous years. The Library Committee have pur- 
chased 282 books from the income derived from the 
bequests of

Appended to this report will be found the titles and 
numbers of these books as they have been placed upon 
the library shelves, which should make this report 
worthy and useful if preserved by patrons of the library. 

In purchasing these books the committee selected for 
that purpose have devoted much time, endeavoring to 
obtain such books as would best meet the wants of the 
people, and at the same time keep up the high moral 
standard of the library, so excellently maintained here- 
tofore. To this end the purchasing committee have 
allowed no book to go upon the shelves without the un- 
qualified approval of some one of their number. This 
has necessitated much reading by the committee, but 
we believe the practice is a wise one. 

That the public might have an opportunity to make 
their desires known, early in the year a “book of 


31 


wants ” was placed conspicuously upon the Librarian’s 
counter, and has been liberally used by the public and 
a source of help to the committee. 

The frequent call for histories and the growing use 
of the library for reference has led the committee to 
purchase such local histories of surrounding towns as 
they could obtain, and in the near future it is hoped, by 
means of exchange, to make this department more use- 
ful and valuable than at present. 

The Trustees believe that better results can be se- 
cured by a frequent purchase of books in small quanti- 
ties than by an occasional purchase in large quantities, 
and thus it has happened, all through the year, that 
many of the new books have been secured almost as 
soon as they were received from the printer by the pub- 
lishers. 

The Trustees would acknowledge, in behalf of the 
town, the many and valuable gifts to the library, espec- 
ially to Mr. C. W. Livermore, for his valuable donation 
of engineering works, and to Mr. T. L. Livermore and 
Mr. E. A. Fessenden, for volumes of the “Living Age”’. 

Reference to the report of the Librarian, printed here- 
with, reveals some interesting facts. The circulation 
has been maintained about the same as in former years, 
while the use of the reading room has quite materially 
increased over any previous year. There is a notable 
change, however, in a falling off, in the call for works 
of fiction, and a corresponding increase in other depart- 
ments, notably, geography, natural science, useful arts, 
sociology, travel and history. This demonstrates, and 
the fact is a significant one, that the library is being 
more and more used as a reference library, by the stu- 
dents of our public schools. It is becoming daily more 
useful as a school adjunct. This very gratifying fact 
adds new and greater responsibilities both to the Trus- 
tees but more particularly to the Librarian, who is al- 
most daily called into consultation with some teacher, 
or pupil, in regard to some paper or essay in process of 
preparation. 

The Trustees would publicly acknowledge the valua- 
ble services of the Librarian, in this and other respects, 
and also her conscientious ke in the fulfilment of 
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the duties of her responsible position, and the admira- 
ble order and method with which the library is conducet- 


ed, making ita model institution of its kind. 


The condition of the library as a whole is excellent. 
Few,if any, books have been lost during the year, and 
no abuses of the privileges of the library, worthy of 


mention, have been noticed.

Rules and Regulations. 
REVISED AND ADOPTED FEBRUARY 1898. 


CHAPTER I. 


ARTICLE 1. The officers of the Board of Trustees shall con- 
sist of a President, Secretary and Treasurer, all of whom shall 
be members of the Board. 


Art. 2. The annual meeting of the Board of Trustees shall 
be holden the fourth Tuesday of March in each year. The Board 
shall hold regular meetings on the fourth Tuesday of every alter- 
nate month, commencing with the annual meeting in March. 


Art. 3. The President shall call a special meeting of the 
Board at the written request of any two members, provided such 
request state the object for which the meeting is to be called; 
and may at any time call such meeting at his own discretion. 


Art. 4. The Standing Committees of the Board shall be as 
follows: 1, The Committee on the Library; 2, the Committee on 
Accounts and Finance; and shall at all times be under the con- 
trol and direction of the Board. 


DuTIES OF THE COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY. 


First, To make all purchases and exchanges of books. 

Second, To direct in relation to the binding and covering of 
books and their preparation for circulation. 

Third, 'To determine what books shall be used for reference 
only, and to impose such other restrictions on the use of books as 
in their judgment may be expedient. 

Fourth, To make a report of their work and condition of the 
Library at each meeting of the Board. 

Fifth, To see that the rules and regulations relative to the 
Library are complied with. 

Sizth, ‘Yo see that proper books and forms are prepared for 
the use of the Librarian, 
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Seventh, To superintend the preparation and printing of all 
catalogues of the Library. 

Eighth, To have the general charge and direction of the 
Library rooms. a 
Duty or THE COMMITTEE ON ACCOUNTS AND FINANCE. 


First, To examine all bills against the Library, and, if cor- 
rect, to approve the same. 

Second, ‘To employ such means as they may deem best to> 
obtain donations in money and books for the inerease of the 
Library; all money thus received to be paid over to the Treasurer, 
aud by him passed to the credit of the Library fund, to be appro- 
priated at the order of the Board. 


Art. 5 All committees shall prepare and present to the 
Board of Trustees at the last meeting of the year, or at a special 
meeting, the reports of their work and the condition of the 
Library. The President shall, from these reports make the an- 
nual report to the town, subject to the approval of the Board. 


Art. 6. At the annual meeting in March, the officers and 
standing committees of the Board shall be chasen; and in case 
of any vacaney occurring during the year, it may be filled at any 
subsequent meeting. | 

Art. 7. _Five members of the Board shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business; and any number may 
adjourn a meeting when a quorum is not present 


Art. 8. No book, pamphlet, or other article offered by any 
person to the Library shall be accepted and placed therein, until 
it shall have been approved by the Board; and when so approved, 
notice of the acceptance shall be given to the donor, with a suit- 
able acknowledgement. 


Axt. 9. All books, pamphlets, and articles in the Library 
may.at any time be exchanged at the discretion of the committee 
on the Library. 


CHAPTER II. 


ArticLE 1. Any inhabitant of the Town of Milford, of 
the age of sixteen years and upwards, who shall sign an obliga- 
tion to observe all the existing rules and regulations of the 
Library, and all that may be subsequently adopted, shall have 
free right to take books therefrom, so long as he or she shall com- 
ply with such rules and regulations. 


Art 2. Any person not included in Article I of this chap- 
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ter may take books from the Library, subject to the rules and 
regulations thereof, on presenting to the Librarian written per- 
mission signed by two members of the Committee on the Library. 
Non-residents shall be charged a fee, the same to be fixed by the 
Committee on Library. 


Art. 3. No person shall be allowed more than one volume 
at a time, except as hereinafter provided. Books may be kept 
out of the Library fourteen days only; provided always that any 
book may be renewed once to the same person, unless otherwise 
designated, but not more than once, until it shall have remained 
in the library one full library day. Magazines may be kept out 
seven days only, and cannot be renewed until they shall have re- 
mained in the Library one full library day. The fine for the 
retention of any volume or magazine over the time above speci- 
fied shall be two cents for every day it is so retained. 


Art. 4. Any book retained two weeks beyond the time pre- 
scribed by these regulations may be sent for by the librarian, and 
the expense incurred in obtaining it shall be paid by the delin- 
quent. 


ArT. 5. All injuries to books beyond a reasonable wear, and 
all losses, shall be made good to the satisfaction of the Commit- 
tee on the Library by.the person lable. And any book not re- 
turned within one week after demand made for it by the Libra- 
rian shall be regarded as lost. If any book be lost, the person 
for whose use it was taken out shall pay such a sum as said Com- 
mittee shall determine, or replace the book; or if it be one of a 
set, he or she shall pay the price of a set and take the remaining 
volumes, if said Committee so determine. 


Art 6. All books may be required to be returned to the 
Library seven days before a stated time, under penalty of a fine 
of one dollar; but seasonable notice of the time shall be given 
by the Librarian. 


Art. 7. No person having a book from the Library shall 
loan it to a person not a member of the same household; and no 
person owing a fine or forfeiture shall receive books from the 
Libra~y until the same is paid. 


Art 8. Every person desiring to take books from the 
Library for home use shall receive from the Librarian a printed 
eard, on which the number of the book asked for shall be desig- 
nated, and this card shall be the only mode of obtaining any 
book which may be asked for. 
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Art. 9.° Books of reference, and those deemed unsuitable 
for general circulation shall not be taken from the Library except 
on an order signed by at least two members of the Library Com- 
mittee. 


Art. 10. All persons visiting the Library rooms will be re- 
quired to demean themselves quietly and to avoid all unnecessary 
conversation therein. Any person abusing the privileges of the 
rooms, by improper or offensive conduct, will be denied admission. 


Art. 11. The Library rooms shall be open for the reception 
and delivery of books at such times as the Board shall designate, 
but not less frequently than two afternoons and one evening of 
each week. 


Art. 12. Teachers in the public schools may be allowed to 
draw extra books; and pupils, upon the written request of the 
teacher of the school which the pupil attends, may be allowed 
to draw extra books, such extra books to be at all times subject 
to the call of the Librarian. No book or magazine shall under 
any circumstances be reserved or retained by the librarian for any 
patron of the library. 


CHAPTER III. 
DutTins OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


ArticLe 1. The Librarian, under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on the Library, shall have the charge and superintendence 
of the Library and Reading Room, and shall be responsible for 
the due care and keeping of all the books and other publie prop- 
erty contained therein. 


Art. 2. The Librarian shall be present in the Library in 
person, or by an assistant, at such times as it may be open to the 
public, and perform all duties usually incumbent upou a Libra- 
rian. 

Art. 3. The Librarian shall arrange all books on the shelves 
in an order convenient for use; shall enter in a record the time 
when each book was received, its cost, if purchased, or the name 
of the donor, if given, and such other facts as the Committee on 
the Library may direct; such record to be called the Catalogue of 
Accessions. 

Art. 4. The Librarian shall keep a record of all such books 
as are asked for and are not in the Library, and the names of the 
persons asking for them, for the use of the Committee on the 
Library. 
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ArT. 5. The Librarian shall cause a label to be fastened in 
each volume, noting on it the date of the book’s reception, the 
name of the donor, if it be a gift, and the catalogue number. 


Art. 6. The Librarian shall cause every volume, before it is 
delivered from the Library, to be catalogued by the Dewey sys- 
tem, and to have attached to it such rules of the Library as are 
needful to be known by those using it. 


Art. 7. The Librarian may annually, at the discretion of the 
Committee on the Library, call in all books that are out for ex- 
amination ; and the result of such examination shall be presented 
to the Board in a détailed repart.

Extension of Mains. 

During the year 2,445 feet of water mains have been laid, as 
follows: Dearborn street, 290 feet of 4 inch main; South Myrtle 
street, 665 feet 4 inch main; Olive street, 221 feet 4 inch main ; 
Elm street, 500 feet 6 inch main; Nashua street, 625 feet 6 inch 
main; Prospect street, 344 feet 6 inch main. 

Repairs and Improvements, > 

The general repairs are such as nsually occur. In connection 
with the setting of the new boiler, there have been several repairs 
- and improvements made in and upon the station. A new cement 
floor has been Jaid, a door cut in rear of old boiler for removing 
ashes, the walls and ceiling whitewashed, presenting a much 
neater and clearer appearance, and a new work bench added. The 
foundation to the old boiler was found to have settled on one 
side. This has been built up and the boiler restored to its orig- 
inal position and the boiler thoroughly inspected. 


New Boiler. 
During the year the Commissioners have placed in the station 
a new boiler of 100 horse power, built by the Roberts’ Iron _ 
Works, upon plans and specifications furnished by the Hartford 
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Steam Boiler Insurance Co. Pains were taken that the general 
appearance of the front castings should be iv general conformity 
with the old one, though the boiler itself is totally unlike it. The 
heads are of 1-2 inch flange, and the shell of 3-8 O. H. Homogen- 
ous Fire Box, steel longitudinal seams butted, jointed with double 
covering plates, triple riveted, rivet holes drilled in place, Roe’s 
patent man-hole, and Hub shaking grate Excavations for foun- 
dation was made from four to five feet, and foundation built up 
of solid masonry and cement. We are now equipped with a re- 
serve pump and reserve boiler.

General Remarks. 

The past year has been rather an unusual one. At the be- 
ginning of the year we were confronted with a short supply of 
water. Water in both wells was low, and was pumped out almost 
as fast as they filled up, but with the heavy rain fall during the 
spring they gradually filled up and have remained so. The quan- 
tity of water pumped is much less than the year previous This 
can be accounted for during the summer months by the wet sea- 
son, making the use of hose unnecessary. During the winter 
months the decrease must be owing to greater care being taken to 
prevent waste and the gradual increase of the number of services 
metered. . 

Doubt having been expressed during the early winter as to 
the quality of water being up to its former standard, a sample of 
water was taken from the stand pipe, where it was claimed the 
contamination took place, and sent to Prof. E. R. Angell for sani 
tary analysis. ‘The result was satisfactory in every way, and the 
summing up of his report was, “ ‘This is good water.” 
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Aside from the extra expense incident to the new boiler, we 
have this year paid the interest on the water bonds, $3,000, and 
applied $600 towards the payment of the sinking fund. 

Late in the season an application for extension of main in 
Crosby street was received, but the season was so far advanced 
as not to permit laying the same before frost came it was not con- 
sidered. 

We again call the attention of water consumers to the waste 
of water. We believe the present source of supply sufficient for 
several years to come for all necessary purposes, and it is for the 
interest of every citizen and taxpayer to avoid all possible waste. 
The saving will be manifest in the fuel account and the large ex- 
pense incident to an increase of the water supply.

REPORT OF 
The Board of Educaton. 


The Board of Education presents to the citizens of 
Milford this report of the Schools for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1898. 

We entered upon the work of the year well equipped 
with an efficient corps of teachers throughout the town 
and have with a few changes been able to retain the 
same during the whole year. During the spring term, we 
were called upon to mourn the loss of Miss Bradley, 
who was called to entér that higher school, even the 
heavenly. Miss Bradley always showed herself a hard- 
working, faithful teacher. 

Federal Hill School occupied its new quarters at the 


- commencement of the Fall term. 


Every School in town with the exception ‘of the 
Shedd has had 36 weeks of schooling. This School 
was closed during the Spring term, and its few scholars 
provided for at the Osgood school. 

The North, Osgood and West side School Buildings 
will all need painting during the coming year. 

The inhabitants of East Milford are now asking that 
a School be provided for them, somewhere near Laurel 
station, that will accommodate the smaller scholars for 
the first 2 or 3 years of school hfe. This demand 
seems to the Board just, for 2 miles is too long a dis- 
tance to ask children 5 and 6 years of age to walk to 
School each day. 

We publish in-our-report this year the course of 
study of the High School, and are in hopes to publish 
a course for all the grades below the High in our report 
of next year. 

No. of scholais enrolled, five years of ags and up- 
ward, attending School not less than two weeks, boys, 
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324; girls, 321; children under six years, 59; between 
Six. and sixteen, 525; over sixteen 42; average mem- 
bership 552 ; average daily attendance, 500; No. be- 
tween five and sixteen years not attending any school, 
31; whole number of different scholars registered who 
have attended school one day or more, 674. 

These items are taken from the report made in Au- 
cust, 1897, to the State Superintendent for the school 
year. ) 

Our schools were never larger and as a whole in bet- 
ter condition than at the present time, and their condi- 
tion is such that we are attracting to them many pupils 
from out of town. 

This is to the credit of the town and is an endur- 
ing monument to the liberality of the citizens, who 
have by their votes and their money contributed in the 
past to the founding and fostering of our public Schools. 

The good people who have so liberally done all this 
in the past, will be more than willing to do even more 
in the future for the good name of old Milford, and for 
the better fitting of her sons and daughters for the du- 
ties which will soon rest down upon their shoulders as 
they come forward to take up the burdens that the 
fathers and mothers lay down.
